ciation. 

The meeting will be held atLabatt's 
Brewery on May 15 and we are cer- 
tain you will enjoy the refreshments 
and hospitality at 50 Labatt Street in 
LaSalle. There is little doubt about 
the post-business session of the get- 
together— it will be according to es- 
tablished custom. 

But what of the meeting? On the 
evening of May 15th, there will be 
speeches by the outgoing president, 
the incoming president, the president 
of the college, committee reports, a 
treasurer's statement, and possibly 
questions from the floor. 

But above all, May 15th is a date 
of major proportions for the Asso- 
ciation. It will not be the occasion of 
an ordinary Annual Meeting. Too 
much is at stake. May 15th may well 
determine the future well-being of 
the Association. As members, it is 
time we took a look at our raison 
d'étre. 

In a day and age when so many 
activities and opportunities vie for 
our attention and time, and when 
students are protesting social stan- 
dards, educational requirements, cus- 
toms and mores they consider no 
longer relevant, do we as Alumni 
and/or Alumnae dare not examine 
our own goals, programs and pro- 
cedures? 

The students at Loyola and the new 
young graduates mostly ignore us. As 
undergraduates they avoid anything 
alumni — except the Student Loan 
Fund— as new alumni they avoid 
our meetings, social gatherings, sport- 
ing events, and fund-raising efforts. 

But let’s be honest. Can we really 


blame them for their lack of interest 
and involvement? Whatare our goals, 
programs and procedures? Can we 
truly say to these young people that 
we are committed to a definite course 
of action? 

lt is not our intention to belittle 
the social aspects of the Association. 
However, is it not time that we focus 
primarily on those areas which will 
offer true service to ourselves, our 
peers, our college,— namely educa- 
tion? Are we too concerned with the 
Golf Tournament, the Oyster Party, 
the Happening, the Past-Presidents’ 
Dinner, etc. to concentrate on truly 
important matters? 

If we are to interest the younger 
generation, we must be able to offer 
a pride in the Association that will 
appeal to the majority heterogeneous 
group and not to a small selectsquad. 
lf we are interested in continuing as 
an Association, attracting new respon- 
sible members, we must seta course 
of action and follow it. 

At a meeting of the 1971 -72 Execu- 
tive with Fathers Malone and Ryan, 
the need for an Alumni Association 
was recognized. This is especially true 
at this time. However the College 
President and the Superior of the 
Jesuits should be able to expect far 
more from us than we are providiing. 
Are we letting the College down? 
Let's face it, we are the College's 
product, and it's about time that we 
demonstrated a positive position on 
matters that are of mutual interest 
and concern. 


The Association has a responsibility 
to re-evaluate all that it is doing in 
terms of its relevancy to Loyola Col- 
lege. Now is the time for the Asso- 
ciation to find out what the College 
aspires to, what the College needs to 
get there, and what the Association 
can do to help. 

Hopefully a start will be made on 
May 15th.

Loyola’s fraternities have again ~ 
brought distinction to the college by 
gaining it a National Interfraternity 
Conference and Fraternity Scholar- 
ship Officers’ Association awarded 
‘Summa Cum Laude” plaque. 

Loyola is the only Canadian col- 
lege, and one of only 22 on the con- 
tinent, to receive the award, granted 
for achievement in the 1970-71 aca- 
demic year. A total of 232 institutions 
competed for the awards. 

A “Summa Cum Laude” campus is 
one in which all the intercollegiate 
fraternities have scholastic averages 
above the all-men’s average at the 
institution. Loyola ranked eighth out of 
the 22 honoured. 

The National Interfraternity Con- 
ference is composed of 52 general 
men’s fraternities which have over 
4,300 chapters at more than 600 col- 
leges and universities. Total mem- 
bership exceeds 2.5 million. 

There are currently seven frater- 
nities on campus: Tau Kappa Epsilon, 
Theta Sigma, Theta Sigma Phi, Phi 
Kappa Theta, Delta Epsilon Rho, Phi 
Lambda Rho and Delta Chi.

The new title, say the editors, is to 
change the emphasis from con- 
tainment, as inferred by the oldname, 
to creative energy.

LOYOLA OF MONTREAL ALUMNI ASSOCIATION INC. 
GENERAL BY-LAWS ° 


BY-LAW 3. MEMBERS 

a) Any past student of Loyola of Mon- 
treal (Loyola College) or Loyola High 
School who has ceed one full 
academic year at either institution 
shall be eligible for membership in 
the Corporation; 


b) Any person eligible for member- 
ship shall become a Member upon 
registration of his name in the Official 
Register of Members kept by the Cor- 
poration at its head office and upon 
the fulfillment of such other require- 
ments as may from time to time be 
deemed as necessary by the Directors 
of the Corporation; 


c) The Directors of the Corporation 
may, at their discretion, confer hon- 
ourary memberships in the cor- 
poration. The Honourary Members 
need not fulfil the requirements set 
down in sub-paragraphs a) and b) 
above. An Honourary Member shall 
not be entitled to vote at meetings 
of Members and shall not be eligible 
for election to the Board of Directors. 
Notwithstanding the above, any Hon- 
ourary Member whose office entitles 
him to become a Member of the Board 
of Directors shall be eligible to be elec- 
ted to the Board of Directors; 


d) The following shall be Honourary 
Members of the Corporation and shall 
be elected as Directors of the Cor- 
poration: 

—President of Loyola of Montreal 
or his nominee; 

— President of Loyola of Montreal 
Students’ Association or his 
nominee; 

—The representative of the Loyola 
Jesuit Community who shall be 
appointed by the Superior of the 
Loyola Jesuit Community; 

—The Director of Alumni Affairs of 
the Corporation. 


BY-LAW 4. ANNUAL GENERAL 
MEETING: 

The Annual General Meeting of 
the Members of the Corporarion shall 
be held during the month of May in 
each year, upon such date and at 
such time at any place in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec as may be fixed 
from time to time by resolution of the 
Directors, to receive and consider 
the financial statements with a report 
of the auditor or auditors, to elect 
directors, to elect the President who 
shall also be elected a Director, to 
elect such other Officers as required 
by the by-laws of the Corporation, 
and to consider, deal with anddispose 
of other business as may properly 
come before the meeting. 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
BY-LAW 13. NUMBER OF DIRECTORS 
The Board of Directors shall consist of 
twenty (20) Directors. 

a) The president, the Ist and 2nd 
Vice-Presidents, the Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Corporation; 

b) Nine members whoshall represent 
as nearly as possible an accurate 
profile of the membership atlarge, 
provided that a least one shall be 
an Alumna and at least one shall 
be a Member of the graduating 
class of Loyola of Montreal (Loyola 
College) in the year in which such 
election is held: 

c) The immediate past President of the 
Corporation; 

d) The following four members shall 
be elected to the Board of Directors 
but shall not have the right to vote 
at Directors’ Meetings: the Presi- 
dent of Loyola of Montreal or his 
nominee; the President of Loyola 
of Montreal Students’ Association 
or his nominee, who shall be so 
designated at the Annual Meeting 
of this Corporation; the representa- 
tive of the Loyola Jesuit Com- 
munity, who shall be appointed 
from time to time by the Superior 
of the Loyola Jesuit Community 
and the Director of Alumni Affairs 

of the Corporation; 


e) The President of the Toronto Chap- 
ter of the Corporation. 


BY-LAW14: QUALIFICATIONS AND 
TERM OF OFFICE: 

Each Director shall be elected at 
the Annual General Meeting of the 
Members (except as herein otherwise 
provided for filling vacancies as here- 
inafter set forth.) Each Director so 
elected shall hold office until the elec- 
tion of his successor, unless he shall 
resign or his office become vacant 
by Secit or other cause. A retiring 
Director shall be eligible for re-elec- 
tion if otherwise qualified. No person 
shall be elected as a Director of the 
Corporation unless he is a Member 
of the Corporation. 


ELECTIONS 
BY-LAW 25: PROCEDURE: 

On or before April 10th each year, 
the Direcotr of Alumni Affairs shall 
give notice by mail, postage prepaid, 
to each member of the Corporation 
at his address as shown in the records 
of the Corporation, enclosing a sum- 
mary of the report of the Nominating 
Committee indicating the name of the 
Member proposed by the Committee 
for each oftice and elective seatonthe 


Board, together with copy of the pre- 
sent by-law, indicating procedure res- 
pecting nominations and election and 
indicating the date of the Annual Meet- 
ing to be held in May of such year. 


BY-LAW 26. NOMINATIONS BY 
MEMBERS: 

Any ten members of the Corpora- 
tion qualified to vote may nominate 
any qualified Member for any elective 
office provided that their written notice 
of such nomination shall be deposited 
by mail or otherwise in the hands 
of the Director of Alumni Affairs not 
less than twenty-one days prior tothe 
date fixed for the holding of the An- 
nual Meeting of the Corporation. 

There shall be placed upon ballot 
in addition to the name of the can- 
didates proposed by the Nominating 
Committee, the name of any eligible 
and qualified member who has been 
nominated in writing by not less than 
ten Members of the Corporation for 
any office or as Director in accordance 
with the By-Laws. 

Should additional nominations be 
so received the Director of Alumni 
Affairs shall forthwith give further 
notice by mail to each member of the 
Corporation at his address as shown in 
the records of the Corporation, indica- 
ting the name of each candidate for 
each office and seat on the Board, 
and shall enclose with such notice 
a numbered ballot for the use of any 
Member of the Corporation who will 
be unable to attend the Annual Meet- 
ing and vote thereat. Any Member of 
the Corporation may vote for thecan- 
didate of his choice for any office or 
seat on the Board by returning such 
ballot to the Director of Alumni Af- 
fairs by mail or otherwise and pro- 
viding the same shall have been re- 
ceived by the close of business on 
the date preceding the Annual Meet- 
ing, it shall be counted in the com- 
putation of any poll of Members taken 
at the Annual Meeting to determine 
which candidate shall be elected to 
the office concerned. 

When two or morecandidates have 
been duly nominated for any office 
or seat upon the Board, a ballot shall 
be conducted at the Annual Meeting 
of the Corporation to determine which 
candidate shall fill the office con- 
cerned. It shall be the responsibility 
of the Director of Alumni Affairs to 
assure that all arrangements nec- 
essary for the conducting of such bal- 
lot at the Annual Meeting shall have 
been made and that ballots received 
by mail are computed in the deter- 
mination of the winning candidate. 


BY-LAW 27. QUALIFICATION 
TO VOTE 

Each member of the Corporation 
shall be qualified to vote.
